He Pays His Resp3cts to Henry 
3 Ward Beecher. 


Logan Examined as a Witness—Political 
News—Washington Gossip. 


The Guiteau Tnal, 

WASHINGTON, November 26.—Upon the open- 
ing of the Criminal Court Scovilie read a tele- 
gram from Emory A. Storrs of Chicago, saying 
he coula not possibly at present, owing to pre- 
fessional engagements, come to Washington 
totestify. Scoville said, under the circum- 
stances, he would not insist on an attachment 
for Storrs. ? 

Davidge, speaking for the prosecution, was 


willing to have Storrs put on the stand at any 
time during the progress of the trial, and this 
understanding was accepted by all parties. 

Thomas North then resumed the witness 
stand and was cross-examined very closely and 
at great length by Davidge. 

Guiteau interrupted atthe very outset and 
protested there was no truth in the witness 
story. (Witness was being questionedin rela- 
tion tothe fight betweenGuiteau and his father, 
Luther W. Guiteau). He. had a good memory 
and could remember most everything, bat did 
not recall such a scene. 

Just as the witness was released from the 
stand Guiteau improved the momentary lull 
to make the first speech of the day. He said;

HENRY WARD BEECHER 

is doing some cranky work on this case. I used 
to attend his church and prayer-meeting, and 
if your Honor knew him as well 
as I do you would not pay 
any attention to him. There are a good many 
people that think he is badly cranked socially, 
and have no doubtthat Mrs. Tilton told the 
truth and that he lied aboutit, andI tell him 
so publicly.’’ 

‘*Oh, weil, well, prisoner, 
you,’’ said Davidge. 

Guiteau was apparently satisfied and nodded 
with a smile, saying, ‘‘That’s allright, Judge. 
[ have had my say on Beecher. I’m satisfied.’’ 

GEN. JOHN A. LOGAN 
then tookthe stant and was asked: ‘‘D9 you 
know the prisoner?’’ 

‘‘Ob, yes, of course you do, General,’’ 
broke in Guiteau. You know me very well. 
I’m happy to meet you again.’’ 

Witness had frequently been besieged by 
Guiteau to indorse his application for office, but 
hadinvariably declined for the reason the 
prisoner did not seem to be such a man ashe 
would care to recommend for any office. He 
bad never known him in Chicago. The first 
time he ever saw him was when he ((iuiteanu) 
called upon him to secure his infinence. The 
general impression he formed of Guiteau was 
there was something Wrongin his mental ar- 
rangements.

EDMUND E. SMITH, 
employed in the Republican National Commit- 
tee rooms during the late Presidential cam- 
paign, thought Guiteau very peculiar, flighty 
and rambling in conversation. 

Guiteau here inter’ected his customary com.- 
ments: 

‘‘This gentleman wasn’tin a position to know 
about matters there. He was oniy acierk 
anyway. Gov. Jewell, ex-Senator Dorsey and 
the ' ys were the ones that did tne 
work there.’’ 

John A. Morse (colored), attorney at law, 
saw Guiteau at the White House during March 
and April, and took him to be a crazy man.

then took the stand and gave a biographical 
sketch of Guiteaa’s life, commencing with his 
early childhood. Whilethe direct examina- 
tion of witness was stillin progress the court 
adjourned until Monday.

The wheat in the Chicago elevators is said to 
be unsound, and there seems to be a delay in 
posting it. There seems to be no desire on the 
port of shippers to move it, and there proba- 

hy will not be until such time as the wheat is 
needed for consumption .§ 


Grain started in with a whirl to-day, and in 
the language of a broker was ‘‘tighter’n 
wax,’’ but wheatand corn did not hold this 
strength long, ,breaking away from the top 
pretty rapidly, with something of a raid made 
upon the market by some of the impetuous 
bears, so that prices were forced down below 
yesterday. 


Said an operator: ‘‘What dol think of corn 
and wheat? Well, I’litellyou. I can’t ship 
wheat out from here, though I can get an ll xe 
rate through to Liverpool by river, and I’ve 
spent $50; this week in cables trying .to 
make atrade. I could have got the cash wheat 
at $1 32%, too. There are some orders here 
for corn, but they don’t amount to much, and 
I don’t believe the parties filling'them can get 
out even on the shipment.’’ 


The stock of wheat in elevator here to-day 
shows a decrease of over 100,000 bushels from 
last Saturday, and the amount of No. 2 red to 
be 747,942 bushels, or about two-thirds of the 
whole stock. Corn has fallen off 150,000 bush- 
els in the past week; not quite 600 000 bushels 
No.2 mixed now in store. Of the oats here 
175,777 bushels are NO. 2; a decrease of 40,000 
bushels has taken place. 98,000 bushels No. 2 
rye is held here. Nearly all this corn, oats 
and rye isin the hands of a few strong parties 
and little of it is offered on the market. 


A couple of country shippers who invested 
in Exchange memberships when they were 
flush on the boom of last summer lately came 
tothe conclusion that it would be as well to 
dispose of their memberships—either do that 
or waik home.

A BAD MAN GONK. 


HIow Dr. T. Clay Maddux Came to His 
Timely Death. 
Baltimore Cor. New York Times. 

No tregedy in Marylandin many a day has 
excited such interest as the killing of Dr. T. 
clay Maadux, of Baltimore, at the polls of 
the Fourth District of Anne Arundel! county, 
at Odenton,on election day. Terrible asit 
was, it sfferded a true picture of Democratic 
metuods of carrying elections, and the testi- 
mony tbat has since been taken regarding 
the homicide shows more clearly than any- 
thieg else could show bow the right of suf- 
frage is made a mockery in Maryland. flere 
was aman notorious in character who was 
invited by Gen. Frank A. Bond, the regular 
Demccratic candidate forthe Legislature, to 
come down fram Baltimore and bring a man 
with him. Inthe same letter Gen. Bond 
wrote to Maddux to “tell John Grier to cone 
down and bring a man with him.’’ These 
facts Gen. Bord ac mitted in his evidence the 
other day, and said that he asked these men 
to come that they might see thit the purity 
of the ballot-box was maintained. 

So Maddux went. He took a man along, 
and he carried his gun on bis shoulder, had a 
revolver in his hip pocket and a couple of 
magnificent dogs at his beels. There were. 
others who went aleng from Baitimore to 
‘maintain the purity of the ballot-box’’ ia 
Anne Arundel, enough, in fact, to tillthe 
house where the pol!s were he:d. in erder to 
be on hand bright and early on election morn, 
they went down the night before and quir- 
te: 2d in the house, sleeping on the floors and 
making themseives as comfortable as possivie. 
When the morning came they were up and 
ready for work before the Judges of Election 
uriivea With the poll-books. Nothing oc- 
eurred curing the day except that tbreis 
were beard that there wou'd be trouble be- 


fore svnset. Bond’s forces were in the 
majovity, and it was cvident that by 
the assistance of his = fsiends§ from 
Baltimore he was going io win the 
aay His opponent was Mr. Michael 
Bannop, one of the most prominent 


Democratic politicians in the State, a man 
who was once a member of the Dem- 
ocratic sing, but who has broken away from 
Boss Gorman and was running for the Lezis- 
latuie on an ii.dependent ticket. Both Bond 
aud Daunon were on tbe ground to see that 
the purity of the ballot box Was niiintained, 
Jusiusthe pojis closed the trouble bezan. 
itis alw:ys the customin polling places in 
the counties to allow friends of each candi 

dite to be p-csent within the room and see the 
cvunt. Sume of Bannouw’s friends asked to 
teatowedtocoin. Thenexzme Maddux to 
tre front. Pianting himselfin the doorway, 
hec ied outtotbe crowd that not a man 
should passintothat room unless over his 


dead body. Hedrew bis revelver to show 
that he meant busirncss, and dared any man 
inthe crowd to attemptto piss him. ‘This 


exasperated men who kaew Maldux, and 
knew-that he bad noright to be there, much 
less aright to interfere with the eiection. 
Firir’ began: Maddux tired at the crowd, 
und the crowd firedat him. In the scrim- 
wage he was forced from his position, and an 
instant later a ball passed into bis back and 
killed him instautly. 

Ard now the question was who killed him 
—a question that will probably never be set- 
tlea. Mis body lay in the house all night 
eusrded by the faithful dogs that had fol- 
lowed him on histrip, and the next daya 
jury of inquest Was summoned. ‘The evi- 
dence resuited in the arrest of one Claude 
Wheeler, charged with firing the shot,and of 
Mr. Bannon as an accessory. The arrest of 
Mr. Bannon was based upon tbe fact that he 
wes seen talking with Wheeler before the 
sheoting, and, taking it for granted that 
W beeljer killed Maddux, it was charged that 
Mr. Bannon urgedhim toit. The arrest of 
Mr. Bannon caused much excitenent in al! 
parts ofthe State. He was re:eased, how- 
ever, On Saturday, on a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Judge Hammord, at Annapolis, 
as there was ncetoingto show that he was in 
any Way impicated in the affiir. As te 
Wheeier, his case will come up this week at 
Annapolis, dutit is doubtful if anvthine can 
be prove i against him ; 

When the news of the violent death of Dr. 
Maddux reached Baltimore it was curious to 
notice how it was received. Outside of his 
family not a tear was shed for him, not are- 
gret was heard from any one, and the general 
verdict was: ‘I! served him right.2’> He bad 
no business at the polls, and when he inter- 
fered in the election he took his life into bis 
own hands. Dr. Maddux was a bad man—a 
man of aclass of which any community is 
weli ii’. He was a notorious violator of law 
in bis piofessior. His practice was verv ex- 
tensive and he carried it on regardless of the 
jaw. Cuse after cuse against him had been 
brought to the attention of the grand jury, 
but none of them ever came to trial. He 
made no secret of bis prictice, but rather 
boasted ee He was a crack 
shot, a great hunter and could often 
be sen inthe streets of Baitimore in full 
bun'‘ing costume, with his gunon_ his sboul- 
dier avd several splendid hunting dogs at his 
heels. He was no politician, but had no hes- 
itancy in taking a handinan election if he 
thought there was going to be a fight. He 
We8 a frequemt visitor totbepolls in Anne 
Arundel] county to assist his friend, Cien. 
Loud, “to maintain the purity of the baliot- 
box.” He was a lineal descendant of Sir 
Wiliam Maddux, of Seven Oak Manor, Eaz- 
land.

Soldiers as Gardeners. 
From the St. James Gazette. 

In one ortwo garrisons on the Continent 
the experiment of establishing kitchen-yur- 
dens intheneizhborhood of barracks, to be 
cultivated by the soldiers in their spare 
hours, has been lateiy tried with very suc- 
cessful results. At Rouen, for instance, 
such a garden, established by the Uwenty- 
fourth Regiment of Infantry, yielded during 
a peried of eight months vegetables—cabbdage, 
esrrots, turnips, onions, etc.—which could 
have been sold for for-at least £100: whilea 
simtlar garden tilled by the men of two bat- 
tations of infantry in a German gar- 
vison appears to have been at least equaliy 
productive. The value of such a gar- 
den must not, however, be estimated simply 
bv the money value of its produce; since it 
not only ensures the men cultivating ita 
plentiful supply of vegetables, but it enables 
ibe troops to Obtain the latter in a fresh and 
wholesome condition; while rare herds, use- 
ful fur the seasoning of soup, ece., but which 
can rot alwais be bought, can be grown in 
it. The garden, again, will afford the mento 
whom it belongs healthy and interesting oc- 
cupation Guring many hours which otherwise 
they might be tempted to spend in the beer- 
houseor wine-shop, While the knowledge 
they acquire in it may prove verv usefu! to 
them in after life. The institution of soldier- 
cardening is, indeed, one which deserves en- 
couragement: and it would be well if it were 
far more general than itis in Lagiand.

Mr. Walton’s Racin iences 
From the New York Heraid. _ 

A little aside“from a group of passengers 
that stood on the deck of the Germanic peer- 
ing curiously over the side at the occupants 
of the Health Officer’s boat as she ran along~- 
side the huge vessel at Quarantine, late yes- 
terdav afternoon, was Mr. Walton, dubbed 
by writers on racing matters in England. 
“the great American plunger.’’ 

It mav be as well here to interpolate the 
factthat theterm “‘plunger’? on the other 
side of the water is used to designate a heavy 
backer of horses. The gentleman who is 
said to have won more money Over the recent 
success of froquois and Foxhall in a few 
weeks than it falls to the lot of ordinary 
speculators on horse races to capture ina 
lifetime looked remarkably well and was 
evidentlyion the best of terms with himself. 
After receiving the greetings and congratula- 
tions of bis son anda pert of gentlemen who 
had jourueyed down the bay to weleome him 
home he chatted glibly with a reporter of the 
Herald as to his recent successes on the 
English turf, and gave a detailed account of 
his rencontre with Sir John Astley at the re- 
cent Newmarket meeting. 

‘T must go somewhere out of town every 
year,” said Mr. Walton, ‘to escape hay fever; 
sol thought, as the American horses had 
been showing such great form this season, [ 
might as well go to England and try if I could 
not only escape my enemy but put money in 
my purse. You want to know the actual 
facts as to my difficulty with Sir John 
Astley? Well, suppose we dismiss that un- 
pleasant subject first. 

‘‘The story of my interview with Sir: Johu 
Astley in the Birdcage, at Newmarket, after 
the race won by his horse Medicus, as it has 
appearedin some of the English sporting 
papers, is false in many particulars ana by no 
means states the matter at which he took 
umbrage fairly and squarely. That you may 
better understand the affair I must go back a 
little to show you the relations in which the 
Lincolnshire baronet and myself stood to each 
other when be sogrossly insulted me. When 
I was in England last spring I met Sir John 
Astley atthe Windsor meeting. He came up 
and told me that be had leftit until too late 
to back a horse he owned that was about to 
runintne next race; that the odds had been 
4to 1, but had come down 2tol. I had al- 
ready backed the horse to win me a good 
stake, having taken £1,600 to £400, and I at 
once said, **Well, Sir Jobn, I will let you 
have £800 to £200 of mine,’ and he was pleased 
to say I was acting very generously. Now,as the 
best price on offer by the bookmakers at this 
time was 2 to 1, you will see that I was 
practically making Astley a present of £410 
in the event of the horse winning, which, by 
the way, he did. After laying him £800 to 
£200 Lturnedround and put £400 more on the 
horse, taking myself 2 to 1. ODur- 
ing his visit, but before the Newmarket 
scene, When at Doncaster, | again met Sir 
John a few minutes before the race, in which 
he bad an animal abovttorun named Z:ino- 
ni. He asked meif I had backed the horse, 
and on my saying I bad,at varivus prices from 
10 to 1 cown to 5 tol, he asked me if he could 
bave a portion of the bets. I said, ‘Certainly 
you can,’ and, showing him my book askec 
him which hewanted. Hgasked for £1,000 
to £100 and £800 to £100. ‘No, Sir John,’ 
said I. ‘we won’t mince matters: you shall 
have £2,000 te £200.’ He hadit. Again Lin- 
vested another £400 to get back the £2,000 
that Llet him have against £200, virtually 
making him a present of £1,000 in case the 
horse won, which I did not object to. Now, 
i don’t know how this strikes you, butit oc- 
curs to me that precious few owners of 
horses find backers ready to give them the 
cream of the market that they, the backers, 
have been industrious enough to pick uo:

A Roman Catholic barrister, of an- 
vient Celtic race, entirely unconnected with 
mocern Irish governing families, he has ob- 
tained bonors without « parallel in the his- 
tory of Irish lawyers, Mr. Gladstore marked 
his services in connection with the tirst land 
act by raising bim to the Chanceliorship as 
the first Roman Catholic who had ever held 
tbat office, a special act being passed to ena- 
ble him to take it, and he was subsequently

Amos Cummings, the man wbo made the 
Sun, is without doubt the most able and 
earnest journalist in American circles—and 
the most excitingly sublime of blasphemers. 
He is a native of New York, and a graduate 
of the Greeley School, having taken his hon- 
orsin the Tribude composing-room. The 
long stride from the case to the desk of night 
editor hemadein a single night. His reign 
was brief, however, Smalley, who is now 
London correspondent of the Tribune, dis- 
charging him for insuvordination and pro- 
fanity. What seemed a misfortune really 
proved to be a golden opportunity. When 
the Sun was purchased by the present man- 
agement he was made its managing editor.

Prince Arthur wasthe most intense satire 
on junketing royalty ever written. It is un- 
necessary to say that his policy was a mar- 
velously successful one. ithin a few 
months the Sun jumped to the fore as a me- 
tropolitan daily, and soon boasted a circula- 
tion exceeding that of any paper inthe Union. 
Cummings 1s a constant and slavish worker, 
whenthbe necessity is urgent. His health 
rapidly succumbed tothe intense pressure 
which bis long hours of labor provoked, and 
in time he was foiced to retire from tbe desk 
of managing editor. 

Cummings has a‘keen sense of wit and a 
wonderful facility for making the ludicrous 
appear decorous, and in clothing the plebeian 
character with the habiliments of the pa- 
tiician. His success in creating notable poli- 
ticians out of poor material, converting the 
mouths of ignoramuses into organs of oracle, 
and lifting objects of poverty and ignorance 
into prominence and supposed ability, has 
been tomething wonder/ul. Ina pure sense 
of humor he tock up John O’Grady, anindi- 
rent pot-house keeper on Seventh avenue 
who didn’t know the difference between a 
printed alphabet and a Chinese wash-bill.

O’Gradv appeared for weeks in the hstof 
vuests at bulls, receptions, weddings, and 
private political conclaves, sandwiched in 
among the most proniinent of the titles pres- 
ent.

Philadelphia Ladies Dealing in Thou- 
sands of Shares of Stock Daily. 
From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

“Why have not ladies as good a right to 
buy and sell stocks and make money for 
themeelves as the men have?” was the conun- 
drum propounded to a Telegraph reporter 
this morning by Mrs. M. L. Dow, as she sat 
before her open desk, and without raising her 
eyes proceeded with the work of answering a 
pile of correspondence which demanded her 
a cede of elegantly-furnished parlors on 
the second floor front of Nos. 1105 and 1107 
Girard street form both the private apart- 
ments and business office of the fair specula- 
tor (for such the aforesaid Mr. Dow really is) 
inratJroad and mining stocks, bonds and mis- 
cellaneous securities. 

In an adjoining room another lady sat at 
her desk busily engaged in recording the 
quotations as they were registered on the 
stock-indicator placed conveniently by her 
sides A telephone, telegraph instrument, 
and telegraph call-box for summoning a mes- 
senger when desired from the American Dis- 
trict Messenger Service, completed the equip- 
mwents of the oflice, and furnished ample 
means for supplying the proprietress of the 
establishment with every information that 
could be got from the Stock Exchange itself, 
and with equal facilities for transmitting her 
orders to her brokers either in this city or in 
New York. ey 

‘But it is something of a novelty, is it not, 
for ladies to figure as bulls and bearsin the 
stock market?” inquired the scribe. 

‘“‘Kor that matter Iam neither a bull nora 
bear. This is not a stock exchange, nor am IL 
a stock broker,’”’ replied Mrs. Dow. ‘‘I give 
my orders tomy brokers here in Philadel- 
phia, the same as you would if you were buy- 
ing stock ycurself, and I pay them their com- 
mission, one-eighth per cent eacno way for all 
they buy and sellfor me. 1 don’t know that 
itissuch a greit novelty, as you call it, 
either. Why,in New York scores of first- 
class brokers bave rooms nicely fitted up ex- 
clusively for ladies, and hundreds of ladies 
«gto these places daily as regularly as the 
brokers themselves. But I don’t care to go to 
my broker,and so I have had a stock indicator 
and telegraph and telephone communications 
put in here, so [ van sit here, as you see, and 
watch every transaction of thee market, and 
vive mv orders to buy orsell on the instant, 
Why, I havereit my orderto New York to 
buy a certain stock at best, and have received 
the infoi mation that the stock was bought in 
seven minutes from the time the order was 
g.ven.” 

‘*But you solicit ladies to deal in stock 
through your office, and you certainly do not 
take the trouble to look after their interests 
without a brokerage?’’ 

“Yes, ldo sometimes,in this way. I am 
buying and selling on my own account ail 
the time. I have over $50,000 in the market 
now. I have my reguiar customers, who 
come to me and deposit so much monev 
with me for sixty days. I won’ttakeit fora 
siorter time than sixty days,fora less timefwil! 
not give mea chance to get vut whole,though, 
of course, 1] often make the turnin a much 
less time. Now, when! take that men2y I[ 
cive a guarantee to retur: ‘e money in sixty 
days without any loss. He: e is the kind of 
receipt I give (producii. «a blank form of 
receipt). I take all the ri-k, you see, of hav- 
ing to put up more margin, and for this 
risk I have one-half the net profits. If I make 
+00 after paving the interest and commis- 
sion, 1 get $200, and the customer #250. 
sometimes one of my customers brings a 
friend in Who warts to make aturn on her 
own account—that is, she takesall the risk, 
and ] make the transaction for her and don’t 
charge a cent.” 

‘*Do you find many ladies brave enough to 
light. the stock market?” ; 

‘-} ind plenty of ladies who want to make 
money. It doesn’t require much bravery 
tbat 1 know of, but it does require jadg- 
ment, and that is the reason they come to me 
They don’t know anything about stocks, and 
ldo. iL can tell vou the financial condition of 
everv railroad and mining corporation in the 
country, and keep myself posted as tothe in- 
fluences Which are likely to be brought to 
bearupon them to send the sto®&k upor 
down. J have ladies dealing with me [fron 
Bethlehem, Reading, Harrisburg, Wiiming- 
ton, Del., Baltimere and Washivgtoa, to say 
nothiog of a large numberin this city. And 
what ycu will regard as asingular fact, I 
bave umung my customers a large number ol 
(hiakers. Oh, yes,” said the financier, with 
emphasis, “you wouldn’t believe the number 
of @uaker ladies that come to me to have me 
buy stock for them.” “On amargin’” in- 
cuired the seribe. ‘“‘Yes,t indeed, on a mar- 
cin. Why, it’s perfectly safe to buy ona 
margin of ten percent; nd safer transaction 
in the world if you know what you are buy- 
ing in the first place.” 

ar much will your transactions average 
il rily ¥?? 

‘‘You are not a tax collecter, are you? No? 
Well, my business is exactly the same as that 
of a Third street broker; some weeks I may 
go two or three days without making a trans- 
action, and then there will be a sudden activ- 
ity of the market, and 1 muke deals amount- 
ing to 2,000 shares in one day. Take Satur- 
day for instance,’’ and the lady took from 
her desk a file filed with orders which had 
been viven for stock that day and began run- 
ning them over. 

**There is an order for 290 shares Delaware 
and Lackawanna; thereis one for 10 shares 
Texas Pacific; another for fifty shares Jersey 
Central; there is 300 Shares I am short of?— 
without naming thestock. Then carelessly 
brusbing her dainty hand over the balance of 
the tile she dismissed them with the remurk, 
**I suppose there may be orders there for 80 
orgl,00U shares altogether.”’ 

“Io vou find that ladies, as a rule, are 
troublesome customerson account of being 
unacquainted with stock transactioas?’’ 

‘Well, of course, some of them have a 
ereat many questions toask, and I have spent 
4a’ Many as two hours with one lady while 
there were half a dozen waiting inthe other 
room to see me; but then they don’t know, 
and of course want all the information [ can 
vive them. Somrtimes I have iadies come to 
me Who Want me to gua antee them no loss, 
and only want to pay a brokerage for doing 
taeir business. 

‘‘One lady came to me one day, and after a 
jong talk [took ber money for ten days, 
though it was against mv rules, and I wou’t 
doitagain. I wanted herto make tLe turn 
herself, but sbe wouldn’t. Weil, at the end 
of ten days I had made just $500 on the turn. 
Of course I tock out my $250, and do you 
think she had the fuce to say to me when! 
eave her ber #250 that she thought I wus 
charging a big sum for fee, as she culled it?’

The French Army. 
From the New York Tribune. 


The total effective strength of the French 
Army, in 1882, will amount to nearly haifa 
mil:ion men and 126,100 horses onthe active 
establishment, without taking into coasidera- 
tion the Reserve and Territorial forces. O: 
these 472.000 men and 115,000 horses belong 
tothe army, the remainder being accounted 
forin the gendarmerie, WboO are under the 
same administration as the army. The io- 
fantry consists of 627,;80 men, civided into 
144 line reylmwents, 06 battalions of rifles, four 
regiments of Zouaves, three African battal- 
ions, five companies of light infantry, 
three regiments of Spahis, or native troups, 
a forcignlegion of four battalion’, and 65 
sections oftroops of administration, corre- 
sponding with our brigade depots. The cay- 
alry comsists Of 4; regiments, Viz., 12 of 
cuirassiers, 26 of dragoons, 29 of chasseurs, 
12 of hussars, 4 of chasseurs d’Afrique and 3 
of Saphis—making a total of (9,000 men. ‘The 
J8 regiments of artillerygcomprise 56,000 mea, 
and: pontocners, workmen, artificers, etc., 
bring the total of this branch of the service 
up to 78,000. Theengineers are divided into 
four regiments, containing 11,000 men: and 
the militiary consists of twenty squadrons, 
witb atotal effective strength of 11,700. To 
officer this army the French estimates pro- 
vide for 571 general officers, not s0 vely 
many more than we require to command less 
than halfthe number of men. ‘Theti le of 
Marshal is still held by three officers, Mac- 
Mahon, Canrobert and Leb«cuf, but in future 
the bighest rank inthe army will be that of 
General of Division.

Proceedings in the Trial of Mor- 
gan Boland for Perjury. 


An Interesting Cross-Examination—A 
Few Remarks Between the Coun- 
sel—Full Report. 


The trialof Morgan Boland, charged with 
making afalse aftidavit, was resumed in the 
Court of Criminal Correction at about 9 o’clock 
this morning. There was a slim attendaace in 
thelobby and few lawyers within the bar. 
siessrs. Krum, Glover and Noland, counsel for 
the prosecution, were present, and Messrs. 
Chandler and Turner for the defense. 

Ex-Gov. Chas. P. Johnson was first sworn. 
He produced a small note book and some bits 
of paper while counsel weré éngaged in ar- 
guing some law point. Witness said he nad 
not written any letter to defendant about the 
last of January or first part of February, re- 
questing a meeting at the Union Depot. He 
never came to Union Depot for such a meet- 
ing at the time indicated in defendant’s affi- 
davit.

He knocked kindly at first, but 
got no answer; knocked again with the same 
result, and again and again. The fifth time 
somebody said **Comein,” and the young 
man twisted the knob andin a moment was 
standing at the bedside of Mr. Oscar E. Ber- 


nard, the business manager of the ‘Hazel 
Kirke’? company. Bernard was still in bed 
and very sleepy. 

‘“l’yve got a play Iwant toread to you,” 
said the young man, sbiftiug the bundle he 
had unaer his arm down into his nands, 
where Mr. Bernard could see it. 

“A what?’ the manager exclaimed, 
rising hurriedly upon his eibouw and lookiay 
out through diowsy evélids at a pile of fools- 
cap manuscript big enough to fillia French 
cyclopedia. 

“A play,” was the visitor’s answer, ina 
quiet, Ubalarmed tone. 

‘*Ts that it??? Bernard asked, as he eyed the 
psckage of manuscript with astonishment. 

‘*Yes, sir. These are only 439 pages.” 

“Ob, isthatal? How many cnaracters, 
scenes and acts and how longdo you thiuk 
it would play?’’asked the munager, trying 
to he as sarcaatic as possible. 

‘‘'rhere are forty-seven characters in the 
drawatis persone,’ the playwright answer- 
ed, nothing daunted, ‘nine acts, and it might 
take three hours or more to play lt 
through.” 

‘‘Iiow many people get killed in it?” 

“Only thirteen.” 

“Ob, psbaw!” sailthe manager, **go and 
kill off thirty more of ’em und then you wiil 
bave a play worth talking about. You’ve gut 
to kill somebody off every tive minutes tv 
make itstick. You needn’t leave any more 
of them alive than just enough to group iuto 
u happy tableau at ube end of the last act.”’ 

*ldon’t think I can do it,” said the play- 
wright. 

“Ob, yes, you can,” the manager insisted. 
“Just uy itonce; and here, take this pass 
and goand see ‘Hazel Kirke’ to-night. It 
plays only until 11 o’clock, and we doa’t 
think it quite long enough. If you could 
tone your play duwn 80 that We might uSe it 
for a kind of prologue or soimethiaog of that 
sortit would be better.’’ 

The young man took the pass and departed. 
He was the queerest dramatist the couatry 
and century have produced, except possibly 
A.C. Gunier. He was fully six feet high, 
large and sharp-featured, with a light like 
ljuuacy dazzling in bis black eyes and across 
bis suliow face.

The dramatist said he bated to part from fis 
manuscript; be had beea five years writing 
the play, but Le liked Mr. Bernard and wouid 
leave it With bim: for twenty-four hours. Pare 
manager suggested that there was a possibi:- 
ity of the play being lost if the hotel were tu 
tuke fire, vutthe young man answered that 
be bad ascertained that the hotel was lfire- 
proof, and he was willing to take the chances. 
lie went away leaving the voluminous miain- 
usrcript in the manager’s pussession. Of 
course Bernard didn’t read it, but when the 
dramatist returned Friday mourning he toid 
him it was very good, and if the dramatist 
cared he could give him a letter to the man- 
aver of a Chinese theater in Sin Francisc), 
who would be glad to purchase and produce 
such a piay. The dramatist hoisted his man- 
uscript under bis arm, said he was sorry

But itwas not. While Bernard wasin 
John'T. Raymond’s room yesterday afternoon 
a knock was heard at the door and in walked 
the dramatist.

Bernard, but told Raymond ia piteous tones 
that the man he (Raymond) had recommend- 
ed him to would notallow him to read the 
play, and didn’t want ‘t. A light flashed 
upon Bernar.l.

It was one of the com- 
edian’s practical jokes. He had sent the Lii:- 
nois dramatist to the ‘*Huzei Kirke’? manager 
with positive instructions to insist upon 
reading the Chinese playtohim. After the 
comedian had had his laugh, he pulleda 
nickel with a hole in it out of his pocket, and, 
tui ning to the playwright, said:

Judge West’s Explorations in the 
Tombs of the Mound-Builders. 


A Search Among the Vanishing Relics 
of a Vanished Race, , 


Judge E. R. West, who has made the voy- 
ave down the Missouri River on the Kansas 
City Times’ arcveological expedition, is still 
in the city pre paring and tabula'ing the re- 
sulisofhis exploration. The Judge made 
the whole trip in a skiff, much of .the time 
alone, and, as the demands of the inquiry re- 


uired, be was obliged to make frequent trips | 


into the couniry on both sides of the stream: 
Thetrip wxs a most romantic one, made 
just in the time of year when the primeval for- 
ests which line the banks of the mighty 
stream are in«1 the glorious panoply of the 
turning leaf.

This u orning car loads are coming in 
reely an d the situation is eased to a certain 
extent, but no one can tell how soon another 
flurry of consumption will strip the yards 


naked. Naturally the peopleof St. Louis, heir - 
ing so much ot the great coal fields of Illinois 
are unable to understand why tuel should be 
so scarce, and alittle review of the history cf 
the coal troubles for the past year will noc be 
outof place here. 

The St. Louis Coal Exchange was formed by 
a number of operators who bound themselves 
to pool their interests and work for the main- 
tenance of a ‘‘fair price’’ for coal. Each was 
obliged to put up a torfeit to secure the pool 
against any breach of faith, and the new or- 
ganization got to work. It was found that the 
uVerage daily consumption of coal was slightly 
less than 150,000 bushels a day, and the screws 


were at once applied to the production 
to bring it to a less point. than 
that. The operators reasoned that 


the scarce fuel would bring high prices, and 
the only way to secure scarce ruel was to hain- 
per production. Anumber of operators de- 
clined to join the pool, and it was seen thatit 


their outcome was not diminished the attempt 
to torestall the St. Louis market would fail. A 
combination was then formed between the 
poolandthe railroads running through the 
coal Gistrict by which theroads agreed to let 
coulinto st. Louis only as the Coal Exchange 
might dictate. Whether the railroads agreed 
to give up the earnings they would have made 
by carrying in the tull outcome of the [llinots 
mines outota disinterested desire to muke 
life lovely acd pleasantrorthe pooled opera- 
tors is aqvuestion which the non pooled meu 
arswer inthe negative. It is asserted that the 
railroads have been sharers inthe pool earn- 
ings. ‘Lhe supply was watched very closetv. 
Slips were sent to each line telling the quota of 
coal which that road might bring in the next 
day, and these siips were made out by the Coal 
Eachange. Iftaroud brought in more than its 
quota, it was oblizved to even the 
supply bv subtracting the excess 
from the néxt day’? haul. Not «alone 
dia the puo] dictate how much coal was to be 
nauled in for its Own members, but for the 
operators not members or the svndicate, und 
thersilways obeyed theseorders. AS a coDn- 
sequence, the trade graduatily was shifced from 
the hauds of the outsidersto the in. With a 
consumption of between 120,000 aad 150,000 
bushels a Caythe suppiv fluctuates between 
exactiv the Sxine Jimits. in luct the demand 
aepends on the supply and has always exceed. 
ed it. : 

There arerailwey facilities and mines enough 
openand wen idje and waitiog for work in 
suflicient numbers to pour a million bushels of 
coal) into St. Leuis every day. If the condi 
tions of prodvction were not manipulxted 
by the cou! pool and the willed 
railway lines fuel would retail in 
St Louis atten cents a bushel instead. of fif- 
teen. In other words the people of St. Louis, 
upon the fifty iwillion bushels cf coal burnt aa- 
Dually are puving the operators and the rail- 
roadsi2 500,40 a year for their services in fore- 
Stalling the marketofthetown. ‘The market 
is cl) onically cornered and kept within an av- 
erage of thirty six hoursofthe supply. <Any 
interference with the de icate and easily im 
peded machinery by Which the outeome is 
controlled, a geveral strike amons the min- 
ers orthe railroad men, high water in Kast 
St. Louis, an accident to the bridge or any one 
of the unexpected things which mizht happen, 
would leave St. Louis without coal, for the 
margin on hend at nine o’cloek this morning, 
for instance, won!d notlasttwenty-foar hours, 
The consequence of acoaifamine would not 
nione be the inconvenience in every house, but 
the stoppave of almost every wheel now going 
rou din the city. 

Labor is disorganized at the minesand in a 
eov.dition which invites agitators to try for 
suikes. The men working at three cents a 
bushe!) cannot make money enough to supp ort 
themselves; they woujd sooner gettwocents 
and- work full time, und agitation is in oro sress 
forthatiuesuit. But if they worked full time 
the coul supply would inerease in the city, 
the powes wonld lower, and the grip 
of the peol be relaxed. It is asserted 
thattne poo) wouid sooner pay ten cents a 
bushel to the miner for working one-fourth 
time than one cent for full time. The con- 
sumer icots the bills ia the end, anyhow. 

COMMISSIONER CLARK. 

Mr. Clark was niet this morning and asked 
what the non-pvpooled men tnought ot the argu- 
ments advanced yesterday by Messrs.: Donk 
and Sepr.

THE MILLERS’ MUSS. 


Several Suits’ Instituted for the Infringe- 
ment of a Patent. 


Suits for infringement of patent-right were fi - 
ed this morning in the United States Circuit Court 
against some of the millers ofthis city which 
will iead to another case of protracted litiga- 


tion and more trouble among the milling 
fraternity. The plaintiff is Lemuel W. 
Bignall, of Syracuse, N. Y.,and the several 
milin firnis of this city. sned are Geo. P., 
Geo. J. and Geo. H. Plant, Theodore, Gusta- 
vus & Frederick Sessinghaus; Edwin OO. 
Stanard, Jobn° W. Kaufman & John T. 

ranson; Henry Kalbfieisch; Christian 
zange & Hen Kratz: John F. Tolle; 
James B. M. Kehlor and Duncan M. Kehlors, 
James B. M. Kehlor; George W. Updike, John 
C. M. Kehlor, Edwin O. stanard and John W. 
Kaufmann. There are eight suits in all, hav- 
ing reference to eight milling establishments 
in which the parties are interested. The 
petitioner. states in his bill of complaint 
that John Denchfield, of Oswego, N. Y., was 
The original inventor of a new improvement 
in cooling and drying meal not known to or 
used by others and which had not at the time 
_Of his application for a patent, April, 1858, been 
in public use or sale with his consent for more 
than two years prior to such application. 

Letters patent were granted, No. 19,934, and 
such being defective by insufficient specifica- 
tion, they were surrendered and a new patent 
was issued January, 1872, No. 4,712. The Com- 
missioner of Patents in April, 1872, made a 
certificate renewing and extending the letters 
for seven years from the expiration of 
the’first term, viz.: until April 20, 1879, upon the 
ground shown tuat the pasentee through no 
neglect of his own had tailed to obtain reason- 
able remuneration for the time, ingenuity and 
expense bestowed uponit. In 1874 a number 
of millersin New Youk State were sued for 
infringement of the patent und its 
validity was contested, the millers settling up 
sundry foreign and American patents with the 
view of showivg thatthe patent was without 
novelty. The case was heard in the United 
States Circuit Court of Northern New York, 
and Judge Jobnson rendered a decision sus- 
taining the validity of the Vencntfield patent 
and the letters of reissue. A ,.daecree 
was likewise rendered, that the patentee re- 
cover of the millers the gains and profits made 
andthe damages suffered by reaion of the 
infringement. The damages were assessed 
against all these parties, and subsequently 
the Vallod patent, a French  procesd, 
was ulieged as an anticipation 
of the Denchtield, but that fell 
through. The petitioner complains that 
the xnbove-mentioned milters of St. Louis, 
without assignment or grant or license, putin 
use the Denchbfield process of cooling and dry- 
ing meal. An order upon defendants is pray- 
ea calling upon them to answer 
in ccvrt and state whether they belong 
tothe Millers’ Association and whether that 
association assumed the management of the 
defense «f suits entered by the patentee 
aguinust Thornten et al., Wilson et al., Elwood 
etal., Harvev etal. and other milling firms. 
The defendants are likewise called upon to 
give particnixurs of the process used in 
their 1espective establishments and an order 
of accounting of profits in the event 
of intringeiment is prayed for. The 
methoa is a suction fan connected by air 
spouts ocr trunks with curbor stone cover- 
ing conveyor box or chest receiving meal from 
the stones, the fan sucking the airor dust 
from the curb or base to the fan, The 
case wil] be made returnable in January and 
it will engage the attention of millers through- 
Out the cuuntry.
